Weapons Seized 
By U.N. Forces 


In Gun Battle 


NICOSIA. Cyprus 'A P)—The 
Greek 
Cypriots 
broke 
their 
cease-fire in the Kyrenia moun­ 
tain range today with a m ortar 
attack on Turkish Cypriots de­ 
fending the besieged castle of 
St. Hilarion. 
Seven m ortar shells were fired 
at the castle in 15 minutes, but 
there was no im m ediate report 
of dam age. The cease-fire end­ 
ed 13 hours after it w*as an­ 
nounced. 
A spokesman for the Greek 
Cypriot governm ent expressed 
1 surprise at the U.N. report of 
the m ortar fire. He said as far 
as he knew, the cease-fire still 
was supposed to be in effect. 
Canadians Under Fire 
The U.N. command reported 
that a Canadian patrol of the 
U N. peace force came under 
fire at the Turkish village of Ag- 
hirda, rn the southern foothills of 
the Kyrenia range.

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The World s Fair 


There was a time when world’s fairs or interna­ 
tional expositions came aion? only alwuit once in a de­ 
cade or even less frequently. 
But now these ^argali- 
tuan extravaganzas exist almost in perpetuity. 
The 
)a>t echoes of the World's Fair in Seattle had scared) 
died away before the first hurrahs were sounded for 
the World’s Fair that opened in New York City last 
week. 
Like its Seattle counterpart, the Flushing Mea­ 
dows spectacle will be on display for two years, with 
a breather from October to next April. 
Billed as the biggest World’s Fair ever, this year’s 
edition in New York is located on the same site as the 
193B version. 
Tile State of Michigan does not have an exhibition 
at the fair, hut two of tile most popular displays—Gen­ 
eral Motors and Ford Motor Co.—are products of Mich­ 
igan firms. 
♦ 
•* 
* 
Tho^e who make tile pilgrimage to the fair will 
find most of the scores of pavilions are open to the piilv- 
1 ic* without charge. 
They will thus be able to indulge 
their interest in science, history, art. geography, reli­ 
gion, industry or almost any other field of knowledge at 
very little cost. 
But visitors should be warned that food and trans­ 
portation on the grounds can lie costly. Early visitors to 
the fair discovered that luncheons and dinners are on 
the expensive side, and it costs $3 for the first 20 min­ 
utes for a ride in one of the small motorized carts that 
prowl aliout the premises. 
Getting to the fair is easy 
and cheap, however. 
Subway express trains leave Man­ 
hattan at frequent intervals, and the cost is only IS 
cents 
from anywhere on the island. 
♦

♦ 
Persons planning to visit the fair this summer or 
next should not expect to see all of it in a day—or even 
two days or thiee. 
Its immensity is both staggering 
and frustrating. 
Ideally, perhaps, the fair should lie 
absorbed in segments. Tile visitor should obtain a good 
map of the fair and block out sections to lie visited each 
day. 
An official guidebook to the fair also is an indis­ 
pensable piece of equipment. 
The New York World’s Fair is certainly wort I see­ 
ing. but many people will come back from their visit 
with fonder memories of Manhattan than of the fair. 
Indeed, the greatest virtue of the fair is that it lies in 
the backyard of America’s most fascinating city.
